HUNS ARE THERE 
TO SIGN TREATY 


(Continued from First Page.) 


a “colossal business, such as the 
world never dreamed of before.” 
The peace treaty and the League 
of Nations covenant should be rati- 
fied without amendment, according 
to the Presidential view as it is un- 
derstood, for certain definite rea- 
sons, namely, that if any one power 
seeks to make amendments then the 
war will not be over until every one 
of the twenty-one associated nations 
learns the results of the amend- 
ments. This can only be done 
through processes of negotiation and 
it is held that it would be hopeless 
Process of delay in restoring peace. 
It is also held that the effect of the 
amendments would be to keep the 
United States out of the treaty and 
out of the league. 
The question has arisen whether 
reservations amount to amendment, 
and Presidential quarters are un- 
derstood to hold 
such as the proposed Root reserva- 
tion to Artivle X of the covenant, 
are equivalent to amendment. 
OPPOSES FALL RESOLUTION. 
Feeling ‘is said to be particularly 
strong in Presidential quarters 
against the resolution of Senator 
Fall of New Mexico to declare a 
State of peace with Germany, which 
is characterized in these responsible 
quarters as having the effect of al- 
lying the United States with Ger- 
many and placing the country in a 
position of contempt’ that no na- 
tion ever suffered. If is the Presi- 
dent's belief, according to reliable 
sources, that not more than a hand- 
ful of people in America will ap- 
prove such a resolution. 
The length of the Peace Confer- 
ence is regarded, it is said, as bene- 
ficia] on the whole, as the long dis- 
cussion brought about a fuller un- 
derstanding among the nations. 
There is special pride in the fact 
that the views of the American ex- 
perts usually prevailed probably be- 
cause the United States had no self- 
ish interests involved in the dim 
cult questions settled. It is also 
held that sinister influences played 
comparative little or no part in 
the results of the conference. 
Concerning the mandate of the 
United States in Turkey, the Presi- 
dent is known to hold that he had 
no right to make any promises and 
that the most he could do was to 
present the subject to the people at 
home. 
One of the main reasons for the 
proposed American mandate in Con- 
stantinople, it is pointed out, is that 
it would keep Constantinople out of 
European politics and keep the 
Black Sea open for the world’s com- 
merce. 
Concerning Mexico and Costa Rica 
not being in the League of Nations. 
the Presidential view is said to be 
that the situation is of their own 
making and that it is necessary for 
those governments to “find them- 
selves." Relative to the President's 
fourteen points, the view is taken 
that the treaty adheres to the points 
more closely than had been expect- 
ed, owing to the difficulties and 
complications which arose during 
the course of the negotiations. 


CONFIDENT OF APPROVAL. 


On the whole, Presidential quar 
ters regard the signing of the treaty 
as the end of a long job, they are 
glad to see finished, and President

WASHINGTON, June 27.— 
Unrestricted tourist travel to 
Europe will not be permitted 
until next year, but the State 
Department ie now relaxing the 
embargo on travel to countries 
other than France and England 
and will lift the restrictions still 
more next fall. | 

At present only persons hav- 
ing business abroad are grant- 
ed passports to England and 
France. Great Britain does not 
want any tourists and none will 
be permitted to visit England 
until London notifies Washing- 
ton of the lifting of the ban on 
travelers for pleasure. France 
is ready to receive tourists, but 
transportation to France is lim- 
ited on account of American 
army shipments. By November 
the army will have begun re- 
leasing ships generally to civil 
uses. 

As fast as the army releases 
transportation facilities tourists 
will be permitted to g0 to 
France in increasing numbers 
and to England if Great Britain 
shall have lifted the ban by that 
time. No passports will be

SERVICE TODAY FOR | 
THEOSOPHIST LEADER. 


TO HOLD FUNERAL RITES FOR 
ROBERT CROSBIE, PUPIL 
OF MME, RLAVATSKY. 


The funeral of Robert Croshie, 
one of the leaders of the Theosoph- 
ical movement in America for more 
than forty years, a pupit of the late 
Mme, H. P. Blavateky, and a col- 
league of William q. Judge, will 
be held here today. He died Wednes- 
day at Monterey, aged 70 vears. 

Mr. Crosbie was editor of the 
magazine Theosophy, published in 
Los Angeles, and since 1909 had de- 
voted’ ail of his time to the move- 
ment. Prior to that time he had 
been a member of the business at 
of The Times. 

Mr. Crosbie’s interest in the Theo- 
sophical movement made him wide- 
ly known among its followers in 
many lands and he had many friends 
also in the business world of Los 
Angeles and in South Pasadena, 
where for many years he had his 
residence at 15387 Ramona avenue. 

Mr. Crosbie was born in Montreal 
in 1849, but early in life removed 
to the United States, and for many 
years was a prominent leather mer- 
chant in Boston, Mass. He came to 
Southern California in 1900. 

Theosophical teachings he learned 
‘from Mme. Blavatsky, and he re- 
ceived a charter from her, written 
shortly before her death, to carry on 
the work. He was associated with 
William Q. Judge in that distin- 
guished Theosophist’s work, and 
among his possessions are some of 
the original manuscripts by Mr. 
Judge on Theosophy. 

In 1900 Mr. Crosbie organized the 
United Lodge of Theosophists of Lo: 
Angeles, and today the original lodge 
has members in many parts of the 
world. It was Mr. Crosbie’s custoin 
to go to Monterey fora vacation ev- 
ery summer. This summer he was in 
extremely poor health, and went 
earlier than usual. He grew stead- 
fly weaker and death came Wednes- 
day. He leaves a widow and two 
children, Kathleen and Cameron.

serted in a published statement that the 
formation of a League of Nations is a Demo- 
cratic programme and charged that the op- 
position was wholly of a partisan nature. 
This statement was deprecated on the floor 
ot the Senate by one of the strongest Dem- 
ocratic supporters of the league. Mr. Cum- 
mings has since modified his utterances; 
but it was observable in his address in Los 
Angeles on Thursday night that he sought 
to establish by innuendo what he no longer 
found politic to assert as fact. 


Much as he would like to fold the League 
of Nations covenant as a toga about the 
Democratic party Mr. Cummings has found 
that the people of the country as a whole 
resent attempts from any source to make 
it a partisan issue. It looks very much as 
though Mr. Cummings sought to use the 
league as a herring to draw across the 
trail of Democratic extravagance and mis- 
management during the world war. He 
would like to go into the campaign next 
year, not on the record of his party, but on 
an issue taken from outside the record. 


Judging from the trend of Mr. Cum- 
mings'’s discourse he came to speak espe- 
clally on the covenant of the League of Na- 
tions. One would expect such an address to 
be nonpartisan in character and an audi- 
ence assembled without relation to parti 
san affiliation or political belief. But the 
meeting was a purely Democratic function 
and only Democrats were invited to attend. 

In the whole of Mr. Cummings’s address 
here Thursday night there is not a single 
reference to war finances; no explanation 
nor attempted justification of a war expend- 
iture by this government during 1918 
which was equal to that of Great Britain 
and France combined. 

There was a time, and it dates back but 
two administrations, when the chairmen of 
the Democratic National Committee sought 
to arouse the indignation of the country 
against the “high cost of living,” which 
they laid at the door of the Republican ad- 
ministration. At the present time the cost 
of living is double what it was then. The 
country has been functioning under peace 
conditions for the last six ths; but the 
latest reports indicate that prices are not 
falling. Mr. Cummings’s intimate relations 
with the present Democratic administration 
should enable him to give the people some 
valued information concerning the continued 
increases in the prices of foodstuffs; but 
apparently he has not discovered that in- 
creases have taken place; he seems to have 
forgotten that the issue of the high 
of living ever existed. . 


lic utilities is a purely Democratic issue. 
It has been a headliner in numerous Demo- 
cratic platforms. Those who went to hear 
Mr. Cummings Thursday night had a right 
to expect that he would extol the beneficent 
results obtained from nationalization of 
the railways, the telegraphs and the cables 
under the present Democratic administra- 
tion: to expect something about the econo- 
mies effected and the improved public serv- 
ice. But Mr. Cummings was so intent on 
trying to link the Republican party with 
the opposition of certain Republican Sen- 
ators to sections of the league covenant 
that he forgot to tell how this undisputably 
Democratic issue, government operation of 
the railways and telegraphs, was progress- 
ing. 

Like the great majority of the Demo- 
cratic leaders of the past Mr. Cummings 
has a convenient memory. He says little 
about what his party has done; but a great 


by the professions of its sponsors, the Dem- 
ocratic party is the greatest achievement 
of modern civilization; but who secks to 
delve into its practices will do well to equip 
himself with a gas mask. 

The attitude of Mr. Hays towards the 
League of Nations covenant has not al- 
ways been above criticism. While general- 
ly a careful driver, he recently permitted 
the car to skid when he gave a public in- 
terview indorsing the Knox resolution to 
separate the league covenant from the rest 
of the peace treaty and coming langerously 
near to committing his party to the wrong 
outiook. He seemed to have forgotten the 
point of Harriman’s significant utterance, 
“You can't unscramble scrambled eggs.” 

It did not take Mr. Hays long to dis- 
cover, however, that he was out of h ony 
with the Republican sentiment of the coun- 
try. In an interview given to the press in 
Washington Thursday he came over to the 
full support of ‘the League of Nations cove 
nant, stipulating only the reservations pro- 
posed by Mr. Root in relation to the Mon- 
roe Doctrine and American participation in 
factional European disputes. 

Mr. Root has pointed out that these res- 
ervations would serve to clarify and 
strengthen America’s position, without af- 
fecting in any way the other sections of the 
covenant. Making such reservations is in 
strigg conformity with international diplo- 
matic ‘procedure. They would strengthen 
rather than weaken the covenant and their 
acceptance would harmonize honest differ 
ences of opinion as to the scope and intent 
of the league. 

Mr. Cummings intimated Thursday night 
that the Root reservations would be op- 
posed by the Democratic minority. But his 
argument against them was not convincing. 
It was too palpable an attempt to discredit 
them because they did not issue from 3 
Democratic source. Mr. Cummings, linke 
certain other of his party associates, wants 
to stamp the covenant with the Democratic 
seal. But the people of the country as a 
Whole are profoundly of the opinion that 
the only seal affixed to the covenant shall

not to speak of Tom Moore, John Keats and 
rare Ben Jonson. 


However, be all this as it may, the fact 
is that John Barleycorn is at death's door. 
For, again to quote Burns, “They hae sworn 
a solemn oath, John Barleycorn must die.” 

And this being the fact, it is interesting 
if for no other reason than that it marks 
the close of an epoch in our national his- 
tory. 

People in general are not gware that for 
many years the internal revenues collected 
by this government from the manufacture 
and sale of alcoholic liquors was the gov- 
ernment’s chief means of support. And 
now that these revenues are to be taken 
away, the government economic experts will 
be put to a test of their wits to find other 
revenues to take the place of those supplied 
by whisky. | 

John Barleycorn, it appears, has been 
the chief meal ticket of the government of 
the United States ever since its inception. 

It is surprising to go back into the sta- 
tistics of years past and to 
back as 1887 there were grain distil- 
leries in this country with annual out- 
put of over 77,000,000 gallons of “fire wa- 
ter,” and that the revenue taxes from that 
source amounted to nearly $66,000,000. 

Of course the sum is tremendously great- 
er for the fiscal year just ended, and it 
would have been inconceivably greater ten 
years from now had an end not been put 
to the whisky business. 


And also, of course, ſt was to be expected 
that the manufacturers and distributors of 
‘alcoholic liquors, the distillers, jobbers, sa- 
loon-keepers and all who profited in the 
trafic would and did use this argument to 
prevent prohibition. 


We think the statistics will show that 
the loss of the revenues derived by the gov- 
ernment from the manufacture and sale of 
alcoholic liquors -will make a very deep hole 
financially. 

The loss will be purely financial, how- 
ever, and it will doubtless be more than 
Offset by the moral gain that will ensue. 
Anyway, there will not be so many drunk- 
ards, and one drunkard less in any country 
is worth more to that country than any 
conceivable amount of money could be. 
There can be no gainsaying that liquor 
affected a man psychologically as well as 
physically. 

To begin with, there were many instances 
of men who were gentle as lambs when 
sober, but who became mad brutes when 
drunk. Whisky made many a coward a 
brave man; it was, indeed, a proverbial 
producer of courage and a favorite means 
of making good fighting men in old wars, 
especially when mixed with gunpowder. 
But, stranger than that, whisky has been 
known to make brutal men gentle. There 
have been men who would beat their wives 
when sober and who would love them to 
distraction when intoxicated with whisky. 
And certainly the stuff had the psycho- 
logical effect of making almost any man 
do things under its influence that he would 
never think of doing otherwise. 

Daniel Webster was undoubtedly Amer- 
ica’s greatest orator, and Edgar Allan Poe 
our greatest poet. Both these men were 
victims of the drink habit. 

Another interesting possibility that may 
result from the abolition of alcoholic bev- 
erages is the decline and perhaps total de- 
cay of opera in this country. It is very 
possible, indeed, that music will suffer a 
setback if we are to rely at all on the ex- 
periences of the impresarios.

Plans Meeting with Local 
Committee of Workers. 


Los Angeles and Southern Cal- 
ifornia must do their share in giv- 
ing concrete expression to their 
sentiments on the League of Na- 
tion and the idea behipd it, now 
that the matter is before Congress 
and the world waits for its decision, 
was the message brought here yes- 
terday by Joseph M. Cumming, of 
San Francisco, secretary of the 
Regional Executive Committee of 
the League to Enforce Peace. He 
is at the Alexandria. 

Mr. Cumming at once began work 
on the preliminary steps for a series 
of conferences with county commit- 
tees, for the purpose of mapping out 
a programme and arranging for 
meetings and other means of voic- 
ing the community sentiment on the 
League of Natiogs. A meeting of the 
Los Angeles cOmmittee at 4 p.m. 
Sunday in Parlor A of the Alexan- 
dria will be the first step and will 
be followed by other meetings in 
the county and Southern California. 

“This is the time for all thinking 
and earnest citizens to voice their 
sentiments on the greatest problem 
of the age, as embodied in the League 
of Nations,” Mr. Cumming declared 
in discussing the plans of his or- 
ganigation. 

“We feel that the subject should 
receive the attention of every man 


rand woman in the State and the 


nation, and that our representatives 
in Congress Bhould be made to feel 
what the sentiment of their people 
is. The matter is not one of party 
politics. The League “to Enforce 
Peace is anxious to avoid all entan- 
gling alliances with anything that has 
a political tinge, but it is convinced 
that no efforts should be spared to 
convey to our Senators the real 
thought and desire of the country 
on the subject of the League of Na- 
tons.“ 

President Wilson's anticipated ar- 
rival in Washington, and the recent 
events here and in Europe, have 
cleared the stage for one of the most 
momentous decisions ever placed be- 
fore the American people, Mn. 
Cumming declared. That the nation 
is overwhelmingty in favor of the 
league and that the Senators who 
are opposing it are out of touch with 
the true sentiment of the country, 
was the belief expressed by Mr. Cum- 
ming. The national headquarters of 
his organization, of which ex-Pres- 
ident William Howard Taft is the 
president, is daily receiving strong 
proof of the wave of sentiment in

sweeper.

Works stated yesterday that there 
is a difference of approximately 
$85,000 for the five-year period, be- 
tween the offers of the two con- 
cerns, and that the Vaughan ma- 
chine will be given an opportunity 
to demonstrate just what it can do
